I  have  the  honour  to  forward  herewith  my  report  on  the  working  of  the 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  the  province  of  Assam  for  the  year  1935  together 
with  all  the  prescribed  statements. 

I  held  charge  of  the  Medical  Department  for  practically  the  whole  year,  i.e., 

from  the  8th  January  1935  when  Colonel  J.  P.  Cameron, 
n  ro  uc  ory,  c.s.i.,  c.i.e.,  v.h.s.,  i.m.s. ,  proceeded  on  leave  prepara¬ 

tory  to  retirement. 

2.  There  were  260  hospitals  and  dispensaries  of  all  classes  at  the  commence- 

,  ,  ,  .  „  ment  of  the  year  and  267  in  working  order  at  the  close 

dispensaries-Statement  A.  of  the  year.  Seven  new  dispensaries  were  opened 

during  the  year,  of  which  two  were  state  dispensaries 
(one  state-public  and  one  state-special),  four  local  fund  and  one  private  non-aided 
institutions. 

Statistics  of  the  Ganesh.  Das  Red  Cross  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  at 
Shillong  which  was  opened  at  the  close  of  the  year  have  not  been  included  in  this 
report.  A  brief  note  on  this  institution  (private  aided)  has,  however,  been 
included  in  the  general  remarks. 

The  establishment  of  a  new  state  dispensary  at  Bajengdoba  in  the  Garo  Hills 
district  was  sanctioned  by  Government  in  1935,  but  it  could  not  be  opened  before 
the  existing  buildings  of  the  Public  Health  Dispensary  were  made  ready  for 
occupation  by  the  oarryiug  out  of  special  repairs  in  February  1936. 

3.  ThL  statement  shows  the  distribution  of  medical  personnel  including  the 

.  Inspector- General  of  Civil  Hospitals,  the  Director  of 

me^Upersonud -titltemenTB. °f  Public  Health  and  the  Director  of  Pasteur  Institute 

and  Medical  Research  Institute,  Shillong. 

Excluding  those  in  the  employment  of  Railways  and  private  bodies  there  were 
305  medical  officers  and  subordinates  in  the  Department,  against  the  same  figure 
in  1934.  Of  these  128  were  employed  in  Urban  areas  and  177  in  rural  areas. 

Of  the  officials  employed  in  Urban  areas  12  officers  belonged  to  the  Indian 
Medical  Service,  4  to  the  Indian  Medical  Department  and  36  to  the  Assam  Medical 
Service  (Senior),  3  of  whom  held  appointments  as  Civil  Surgeons.  The  appoint¬ 
ments  of  4  officers  belonging  to  the  Assam  Medical  Service  (Senior),  vi#.,  the 
Superintendent,  Mental  Hospital,  Tezpur,  the  Assistant  Chemical  Examiner  to 
the  Government  and  Public  Analyst  for  Assam  and  2  officers  deputed  to  foreign 
service  have  not  been  shown  in  Statement  B. 

Seventy-six  Sub- Assistant  Surgeons  were  also  employed  in  Urban  areas,  15  of 
whom  were  lady  doctors. 
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Of  the  officials  employe!  in  rural  areas  99  were  Government  Sab- Assistant 
Surgeons  and  78  were  Local  Board  doctors. 

Eleven  European  nursing  sisters  (including  6  in  the  employ  of  private  bodies), 
13  Indian  nurses  and  33  mid  wives  were  employed  during  1935.  Of  the  mid  wives, 
27  were  posted  to  Urban  areas  and  6  to  rural  areas. 

4.  The  total  number  of  in  and  out  patients  treated  at  the  state  public,  local 
Statement  C.  {a)  Total  patients  fund  and  private  aided  hospitals  and  dispensaries  rose 
(m  and  out.)  from  2,246,315  in  1933  and  2,124,973  in  1934  to 

2,270,621  in  1935,  i.e .,  an  increase  of  145, C4S  patients  over  the  figure  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  The  highest  increases  were  recorded  in  the  districts  of  Sylhet 
{71,611),  Goalpara  (29,141),  Cachae  (17,276),  Darrang  (14,689)  and  Nowgong 
(10,275).  The  increase  was  mainly  due  to  the  high  incidence  of  malaria  in  these 
five  districts.  The  districts  of  Lakhimpur,  Sibsagar  and  Kamrup  show  a  decrease 
of  13,859,  10,214  and  3,951,  respectively.  The  decrease  is  ascribed  to  the  healthi¬ 
ness  of  the  localities  during  the  year  and  to  the  absence  of  epidemics. 

The  total  number  of  in-patients  rose  from  16,777  in  1933  and  16,848  in  1934 
.  to  19,051  during  the  year  under  review,  and  the  daily 

(  )  n-patieuts.  average  attendance  from  688  08  and  731*47  to  840*94. 

The  ratio  of  deaths  per  cent,  of  total  treated  was  5*88,  against  5  81  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  The  Khasi  and  Jaintia  Hills,  the  Naga  Hills  Kamrup,  Sylhet  and 
Sibsagar  showed  the  largest  increases  in  in-patients,  viz.,  599,  534,  209,  195  and 
191,  respectively. 

Increased  accommodation  for  in-patients  is  urgently  required  at  Mokok- 
chung  and  Dimapur  in  the  Naga  Hills. 

The  total  number  of  out-patients  shows  an  increase  of  143.445,  viz.,  2,251,670, 

against  2,108,125  in  1934.  The  average  daily 
(c)  u  pa  ien  s.  attendance  rose  from  9,506*23  in  1934.  to  10,441*13  in 

1935  and  the  percentage  of  personal  attendance  fell  from  51*42  in  1934  to 
49*28  in  1935. 

5.  The  total  number  of  beds  available  was  1,667  (1,266  for  males  and  401 

for  females)  against  1,646  in  1934.  The  increase

is  due  to  the  addition  or  8  beds  in  the  maternity  ward 
at  Imphal,  10  emergency  beds  in  the  Mission  hospital  at  Jowai  and  tile  inclu¬ 
sion  of  3  emergency  beds  in  two  outlying  dispensaries. 

Altogether  2,517,879  patients  were  treated  in  all  classes  of  hospitals  and 
dispensaries,  against  2,341,044  in  1934.  Males  increased  by  21,549  and  females 
by  155,286. 

The  increase  in  female  attendance  is  a  pleasing  factor.  With  the  spread  of 
health  welfare  work  it  is  hoped  attendance  will  further  increase. 

The  diseases  for  which  the  largest  number  of  patients  attended  were 

Malaria  7^6,896  ;  other  diseases  of  the  skin,  nails  (  excluding  tumours) 
249,636;  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  other  than  Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis 
182.357;  other  diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  excluding  Diarrhoea,  Dysentery 
add  Tumours  135,208;  other  diseases  due  to  Metazoan  parasites  131,786  ;  Scabies 
309  372;  other  diseases  of  the  eye  95,736 ;  injuries  (general  and  local)  95,025; 
Ulcerative  inflammation  94,793  ;  diseases  of  bones,  joints,  muscles,  fasciae  and  bur¬ 
sae  93,276  and  diseases  of  the  stomach  (excluding  tumours)  74,332. 

Increases  chiefly  occurred  under  Malaria,  Scabies,  Diarrhoea,  diseases  of 
the  teeth  and  gums  (excluding  tumours)  and  to  a  lesser  extent  under  bacillary 
dysentery,  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  other  than  Pneumonia  and  Tubercu¬ 
losis,  diseases  of  bones,  joints,  muscles,  fasciae  and  bursae. 

Mental  diseases  rose  from  172  in  1934  to  215  in  1935.  Decreases  chiefly  occur¬ 
red  under  other  diseases  of  the  skin,  nails  (excluding  tumours)  (105,411),  other  dis¬ 
eases  of  the  eye  (30,612),  diseases  of  the  intestines  excluding  diarrhoea,  dysentery 
and  tumours  (13,938),  other  diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  excluding  diarrhoea, 
dysentery  and  tumours  (11,075),  Amoebic  Dysentery  (10,496),  Goitre  (3,921)  and 
Ulcerative  Inflammation  (1,099). 

Cases  of  poisoning  by  opium  increased  from  3  in  1934  to  39  in  1935  and  other 
poisoning  from  710  in  1934  to  875  in  1935. 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-one  normal  (with  5  deaths)  and  two  hundred  and 
eighteen  abnormal  (with  25  deaths)  labour  cases  were  attended,  against  seven 
hundred  and  fourteen  (with  5  deaths)  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  (with  18 
deaths)  in  the  previous  year. 
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The  total  number  of  patients  treated  for  Gonococcal  infections  was  4,333, 

'  against  4,476  in  1934.  The  number  of  Syphilis  cases 

venereal  diseases.  treated  increased  from  2,1  il  in  1934  to  2,172  in  1935. 

Attendance  for  “  other  diseases  of  venereal  origin  ”  was  321  against  nil  in  the 
year  preceding. 

Cholera . — Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  patients  were  treated 

in  1935,  against  five  hundred  and  eighiy-eight  in  the 
previous  year.  Of  these  Sylhet  furnished  916,  Manipur 
598,  Kamrup  525  and  Darrang  145. 

No  cases  were  reported  by  the  Naga  Hills,  Sadiya  Frontier  Tract  and  Balipara 
Frontier  Tract. 

Malaria. — In  all  766,896  cases  were  treated  with  116  deaths,  against  617,763 
and  79,  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

The  disease  was  more  prevalent  than  usual  throughout  the  province  but  the 
chief  increases  occurred  in  the  districts  of  Sylhet  (47,643),  Goalpara  (41,860), 
Nowgong  (21,974)  and  Kamrup  (19,481). 

Dysentery.-— There  were  48,929  patients  and  96  deaths,  against  41,660  and  75 
deaths  in  1934.  The  disease  was  very  prevalent  throughout  the  province  and  no 
district  was  free.  The  highest  figures  are  shown  by  Sylhet  (16,534),  Goalpara 
(8,275),  Kamrup  (5,188),  Cachar  (4,074),  Sibsagar  (3,117)  and  Nowgong  (2,660).

Kala-azar. — There  were  5,473  oases  and  52  deaths  in  1935,  against  5,558  cases 
and  59  deaths  in  1934.

Although  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  figure  for  1935  when  compared 
with  that  for  1934,  the  warning  against  the  increase  in  the  number  of  kala-azar 
cases  in  the  province  as  given  in  the  report  for  1933  still  holds  good  and  the 
campaign  against  kala-azar  should  not  be  relaxed  in  any  way. 


Leprosy. — Seven  hundred  and  seventy-eight  cases  were  treated  by  hospitals 
and  dispensaries,  against  945  in  1934.  This  however  does  not  give  a  correct 
picture  of  the  cases  treated  in  the  province.  Particulars  of  the  working  of  Leper 
Asylums  and  other  clinics  are  given  in  paragraph  8  of  this  report  where  it  is 
shown  that  4,926  cases  came  under  treatment  during  the  year,  against  5,027  in 
1934. 


Tuberculosis  of  lungs . — There  were  1,641  cases  with  104  deaths,  against  1,573 
cases  with  100  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  This  disease  is  very  prevalent 
throughout  the  province.  The  highest  figures  are  shown  by  Sylhet  (357),  Goal¬ 
para  (273),  and  Kamrup  (264). 

Other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. — Three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  patients  were 
treated  in  1935,  against  230  in  1934. 

Small'pox . — The  figures  rose  from  10  with  no  death  to  40  with  1  death  in 
1935. 

Influenza. — The  figures  fell  from  34,760  with  3  deaths  in  1934  to  34,365  with 
equal  number  of  deaths  in  1935. 

Tumours- Malignant. — There  were  307  cases  with  23  deaths,  against  227  cases 
with  4  deaths  in  1934. 

Cases  of  Beri-beri  increased  from  88  in  1934  to  139  in  1935*  The  highest 
incidence  (100)  occurred  in  the  district  of  Sylhet,  against  58  in  the  previous 
year. 
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There  was  a  slight  increase  under  Pneumonia,  and  no  plague  was  reported 
during  the  year.  The  figures  under  Enteric  fever,  Syphilis  and  Gonococcal 
infections  are  861,  2,172  and  4,333,  against  51b*,  2,141  and  4,476,  respectively  in 
1934.

The  number  of  selected  operations  performed  in  1935  was  1,775  against  1,525 
in  1934.  These  operations  included  excision  of  tumours  82,  excision  of  joints  6, 
operations  on  bones  70,  amputations  43,  extractions  of  lens  439,  abdominal  section 
91,  removal  of  calculi  78  and  obstetric  cases  366. 

The  marked  increase  in  the  total  number  of  operations  performed  during  the 
year  is  mainly  due  to  the  large  figure  (9,092  against  7,740  in  1934)  returned  by  the 
district  of  Sylhet  alone. 

The  excellent  work,  especially  in  cataract  cases  done  by  Dr.  P.  C.  Guha  in 
charge  of  the  Civil  Hospital,  Sylhet,  has  been  highly  commended  by  the  Civil 
Surgeon.

8.  The  marginally  noted 
statement  gives  particulars 
of  the  working  of  the  Leper 
Asylums  at  Sylhet  and 
Gauhati,  Leper  Hospital  at 
.Kohima,  Leper  ward  at 
Dhubri  and  the  Leper 
Colony  at  Tura.  These  are 
the  only  institutions  in  the 
province  which  admit  lepers 
as  in-patients.  Besides 
these  there  is  a  mission 
leper  colony  at  Jorhat 
which  treated  110  lepers 
during  the  year. 
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Treatment  is  available  in  out-patient  olinics  at  Sadr  and  Subdivision^  bead- 
quarters  hospitals  and  at  many  of  the  more  important  outlying  dispensaries.  The 
number  of  such  clinics  rose  from  126  in  1934  to  148  in  1935,  while  52  outdoor 
clinics  remained  open  in  dispensaries  under  the  Public  Health  Department,  and 
nine  more  clinics  were  newly  opened  during  the  year. 

Altogether  4,926  against  5,027  cases  of  lepers  in  1934  came  under  treatment  in 
the  leper  asylums  and  other  clinical  centres  in  the  province  including  2,305  cases 
reported  by  the  leper  clinics  under  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  leprosy 
treatment  sheds  erected  in  connection  with  certain  local  fund  dispensaries  are  appre¬ 
ciated  and  proving  useful. 

Nine  medical  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department  were  trained  locally 
during  the  year  under  report  in  the  technique  of  leprosy  treatment. 


No  leprosy  survey  was  made  during  the  year.  The  Public  Health  propaganda 
work  was  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  magic  lanterns  on  leprosy  as  usual.  Quar¬ 
terly  notes  on  leprosy  and  other  literature  received  from  the  Central  Leprosy  Relief 
Committee  were  distributed  to  all  medical  officers  in  the  province. 


Government  have  made  substantial  grants  towards  the  improvement  of  the 
Leper  Asylum  at  Gauhati  and  Leper  Colony  at  Jorhat.  Establishment  of  Leper 
Homes  and  Colonies  in  or  near  all  municipal  towns  is  under  the  consideration  of 
Government. 

9 .(d)  Buildings. — The  total  outlay  on  buildings  and  repairs  amounted  to 
Rs.  60,197,  against  Rs.  61,  348  in  1934. 


The  major  portion  of  the  amount  was  spent  on  petty  repairs  and  maintenance 
of  the  existing  buildings. 


The  provision  of  Rs.  11,288  made  by  Government  during  the  year  1935-36  for

The  major  portion  of  tha  amount  was  collected  by  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Allen,  i.m.s.,  from  the  public  at  Jorhat. 

2.  Construction  of  a  maternity  and  gynecological  ward  for  Dibrugarh

The  work  in  connection  with  this  project  commenced  during  the 
year  1935  and  it  is  now  in  progress.  A  generous  donation  of 
Rs.  13,000  was  received  from  Mr.  Surajmall  Jalan,  m.b.e.,  for 
this  work  and  the  balance  will  be  met  by  Government. 

3.  Construction  of  three  paying  wards  attached  to  the  Civil  Hospital 

at  Dibrugarh  ...  ...  ...  6,400 

This  work  was  undertaken  mainly  out  of  a  donation  of  Rs.  4,000 
paid  by  Babu  Rameswar  Saharia  and  others  and  Rs.  1,310 
received  from  Rai  Bahadur  Naupatrai  Kedia. 

There  is  also  a  project  estimated  to  cost  Rs.  3,345  for  the  provision 
of  two  paying  wards.  A  sura  of  Rs.  2,622-8-0  from  a  gift  of 
the  late  A.  C.  Chatterjee  is  available  leaving  a  balance  of 
Rs.  722-8-0  which  has  yet  to  be  found  out  to  enable  the  work 
to  be  carried  out. 

4.  A  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  constructed  during  the-  year  under 

report  at  Nowgong  with  the  donation  of  Rs.  6,000  from  Rai 

Sahib  Balabux  Hansaria  plus  Rs.  2,000  from  the  Provincial  Red 

Cross  Society  and  Rs.  400  from  local  collections  ...  ...  8,400 

A  generous  donation  of  Rs.  15,000  has  been  paid  by  Mr.  J.  N.  Stuart  of  the 
planting  community  towards  the  construction  of  a  European  ward  attached  to  the 
Dibrugarh  Civil  Hospital, 

Plan  and  estimate  amounting  to  Rs.  2,498  have  been  prepared  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  six  bedded  indoor  ward  attached  to  the  Dimapur  dispensary.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  work  should  be  carried  out  by  the  donor  Srijut  G.  N.  Tewari  himself.  He 
has  also  agreed  to  construct  at  his  own  cost  quarters  for  a  female  attendant  whose 
service  will  be  required  to  look  after  the  indoor  patients. 

The  Ganesh  Das  Bed  Cross  Hospital  at  Shillong  for  Women  and  Children  was 
completed  and  opened  during  the  year  under  report. 

.  project  for  a  Men’s  Hospital  at  Shillong  estimated  to  cost  Rs.  3,69,051 

is  still  under  the  consideration  of  Government.  There  is  a  great  need  for  an  up-to- 
date  Civjl  Hospital  in  the  Capital  town  of  the  province. 

.  ^  ^ew  hospital  and  a  dispensary  building  at  Sadiya  is  under  construction.  The 
pioject  is  estimated  to  cost  Rs.  77,548  one  half  of  which  will  be  contributed  by  the 
Sadiya  Local  Fund,  the  remainder  being  debited  to  Central  revenues. 

A  maternity  and  Child. Welfare  Centre  at  Sylhet  will  be  constructed  out  of  a 
donation  of  Rs.  5,000  (with  accumulated  interest)  given  by  the  late  Joarmal 
lushmal  as  soon  as  a  suitable  site  for  the  purpose  is  selected. 

.  Th.e  W0l’k  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a  maternity  block  at  Karim- 
ganj  with  the  donation  of  Rs.  7,000  (now  amounting  to  Rs.  9,823  with  interest) 
paid  by  Mr.  Gopika  Raman  Roy  will  shortly  be  undertaken.  All  preliminaries 
towards  the  building  of  this  block  such  as  acquisition  of  land,  joreparation  of  plan 
and  estimate,  etc.,  have  been  settled. 

Owing  to  financial  stringency  many  important  projects  have  been  held  in 
abeyance  for  years  and  further  progress  will  not  be  possible  until  such  time  as  the 
necessary  funds  are  provided. 

9.  ( b )  Grants  to  Local  Boards.' — No  special  grants  for  medicines  and  improve¬ 
ments  of  buildings  were  placed  at  my  disposal  for  distribution  to  local  fund  institu¬ 
tions  during  the  year. 

It  is  very  necessary  for  the  Head  of  the  Medical  Department  to  have  a  discre¬ 
tionary  grant  at  his  disposal  to  enable  him  during  his  inspections  to  make  non¬ 
recurring  grants  to  local  fund  hospitals  and  dispensaries  for  purchasing  equipment 
urgently  required  and  improving  buildings,  etc. 
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The  following  special  grants  were  however  made  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  of  Assam  and  the  Hon’ble  the  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Medical  portfolio 
to  institutions  visited  by  them  : —

Genera!  remarks. 


TO.  Notwithstanding  the  prevailing  financial  stringency  improvements  to  some 

extent  were  effected  in  medical  institutions  during  the 
year.  The  facilities  afforded  by  generous  public  donors 
in  a  time  of  stress  have  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  the  Department  and  I 
take  this  opportunity  of  offering  my  warm  thanks  to  them. 


I  mention  below  certain  matters  of  administrative  importance:  — 

(1)  Anti-rabic  treatment . — The  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  hospitals 
and  dispensaries  of  the  province  was  1,315,  against  1,213  in  the  previous  year. 
Lakhimpur,  Sylhet,  Kamrup,  Sibsagar  and  Darrang  show  the  largest  number  of 
cases  during  the  year,  viz.,  280,  258,  153,  140  and  122,  respectively. 

Three  new  anti-rabic  treatment  centres  were  opened  during  the  vear  under 
report,  viz.,  North  Lakhimpur,  Sonari  and  Doomri  Tea  Estate. 

(2)  Taws. — The  campaign  against  yaws  was  continued  during  the  year.  One 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-eight  cases  were  treated  in  Civil  Hospitals  and 
dispensaries  against  277  in  1934,  while  2,625  cases,  against  1,215  in  1931  were 
treated  by  the  Public  Health  staff  in  charge  of  dispensaries  under  that  Department. 
The  increase  is  due  to  the  intensive  campaign  against  Yaws  which  resulted  in  the 
detection  of  more  cases. 


Of  the  cases  treated  by  the  institutions  under  the  Medical  Department  Goal- 
para  reported  1,015,  Garo  Hills  180,  Cachar  177,  Nowgong  156  and  Kamrup  139. 

(3)  Medico-legal  work. — The  Dumber  of  medico-legal  post- mortem  examinations 
performed  was  722,  against  707  in  1934.  Of  these  95  were  performed  by  Civil 
Surgeons,  559  by  Civil  Assistant  Surgeons  and  68  by  Sub-Acsistant  Surgeons, 
against  103,  496  and  108,  respectively,  in  1934.  Civil  Surgeons  are  alive  to  their 
responsibilities  in  regard  to  medico-legal  work,  but  could  and  should  do  more. 

The  total  number  of  Police  injury  cases  treated  was  5,317,  against  4,846  in 
1934.  Of  these  6  were  reported  by  Civil  Surgeons,  2,817  by  Assistant  Surgeons 
and  2,494  by  Sub- Assistant  Surgeons  and  Local  Board  Doctors,  against  10,  2,320 
and  2,516,  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

(4)  'Post-graduate  training  of  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons, — One  Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon  and  ten  Local  Board  doctors  attended  with  success  the  Post-graduate 
Befresher  courses  at  Sylhet  and  Dibrugarh  Centres  during  1985.  More  Sub. 
Assistant  Surgeons  should  have  been  deputed  to  attend  the  training  course,  but  their 
services  could  not  be  spared  due  to  the  prevalence  of  epidemics  in  certain  districts. 

(5)  The  Indian  Red  Cross  Society. — The  main  activities  of  the  Society  during 
the  year  were  as  follows  : — 


(a)  Provincial  Branch. — Three  new  maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
have  been  opened  at  Nowgong,  Sylhet  and  Tura  in  addition  to  the 
existing  centres  at  Shillong  and  Jorhat,  which  continued  to  do  excellent 
work  under  the  superintendence  of  two  trained  Health  visitors. 

(5)  Improvements  have  been  made  to  the  Silchar  Narisiksbasram  by  the 
construction  of  new  boarding  houses,  etc.,  and  by  a  substantial  increase 
in  income.  Karimganj  Dhatri  Sikshalaya  also  continued  its  usual 
activities  of  training  indigenous  dhais  creditably. 

( c )  Two  new  scholarships. — One  for  a  health  visitor’s  course  and  the  other 
for  a  midwifery  course  have  been  awarded  during  the  year  by  the 
Provincial  Branch. 
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(d)  District  Branches. — The  year  opened  with  13  District  Branches..  New 

branches  have  been  established  at  Karimganj,  Maulvibazar,  Sibsagar 
and  Tinsukia  (Local  Branch)  bringing  the  total  number  of  branches 
to  17.  The  enrolment  during  the  year  also  increased  proportionately. 

(e)  Extensive  health  propaganda  work  was  carried  out  by  the  District 

Branches.  The  Sylhet  and  Lakhimpur  Branches  deserve  special  men¬ 
tion  iD  this  respect. 

(/)  The  Ganesh  Das  Red  Cross  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  Shillong, 
represents  the  greatest  achievement  of  the  Red  Cross  Society  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Assam  Branch. 

The  hospital  is  housed  in  a  reinforced  concrete  building  of  attractive  design 
fitted  with  up-to-date  sanitary  arrangements.  It  was  constructed  at  an  approximate 
cost  of  Rs.  1,70,778  which  was  met  from  grants  received  from  the  Government  of 
Assam  (Rs.  3,08,836),  private  donations  (Rs.  45,832)  and  other  public  funds 
(Rs.  19,018). 

This  new  institution  was  opened  by  Lady  Keane  on  the  3rd  December  1935  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  and  distinguished  gathering. 

The  feature  of  the  hospital  is  that  it  provides  special  facilities  for  the  treatment 
of  women  by  Doctors  of  their  own  sex. 

The  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff  consist  of  the  following  : — • 

One  Women’s  Medical  Service  Officer. 

One  Lady  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon. 

Two  English  Sisters. 

One  Senior  staff  nurse. 

One  Junior  staff  nurse. 

Eour  apprentice  nurses. 

One  Compounder. 

The  hospital  is  under  the  control  of  the  Countess  of  Dufferin  Fund,  Assam 
Branch,  and  the  management  of  the  hospital  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
Managing  Committee  with  Lady  Keane  as  President. 

The  number  of  beds  provided  in  the  hospital  is  32  of  which  19  have  been 
allotted  for  women  and  8  for  children  while  five  are  private  wards.  The  hospital 
has  already  proved  itself  to  be  most  popular. 

A  substantial  contribution  is  made  by  the  Government  of  Assam  for  its  main¬ 
tenance. 

(6)  The  Assam  Medical  Desearch  Society. — Government  continued  to  give  a 
grant  of  Rs.  25,000  to  the  Assam  Medical  Research  Society.  The  activities  of  the 
Society  were  chiefly  confined  to  malaria,  cholera  and  dysentery. 

The  staff  during  the  year  numbered  42  of  which  9  were  Sub- Assistant 
Surgeons  of  the  Public  Health  Department  deputed  for  a  year’s  training  inMalario- 
logy.  One  member  of  the  staff  completed  the  course  in  Malariology  at  Karnal. 

Nineteen  qualified  medical  men  and  one  non-medical  man  (9  from  Public 
Health  Department,  4  from  Medical  Department,  2  from  tea  estates,  2  Local  Board 
nominees  and  3  others)  attended  the  eight  weeks’  course  in  malariology,  held  during 

July  and  August  1935.  All  the  candidates  passed  the  examinations  set  at  the  end 
of  the  course. 

Malaria  surveys  continued  to  be  carried  out  during  the  year  in  order  to  confirm 
findings  previously  recorded.  Three  new  surveys  in  a  hyperendemic  area  were 
undertaken  to  complete  data  necessary  for  the  investigations  in  hand. 

The  treatment  centre  at  Doom  Dooma  for  the  evaluation  of  the  use  of  Plasmo- 
quine  in  the  field  was  continued. 

Routine  work  between  January  1st  and  September  30th  included  the  identifi¬ 
cation  and  dissection  of  anopheline  larvae.  Two  species  were  found  infected,  viz., 
A.  Minimus  and  A.  Culicifacies  having  sporozoite  rates  of  1*72  per  cent,  and  0*38 
per  cent.,  respectively. 

A  study  of  the  Malaria  problem  in  Assam  according  to  Dr.  E.  M.  Rice,  m.d  , 
d.t.m.&h.,  Research  Officer,  Assam  Medical  Research  Society,  shows  that  the 
breeding  of  A.  Minimus,  during  the  period  early  January  to  mid  June,  is  the 
principal  responsible  factor  for  the  increase  of  malaria  incidence  in  moderately 
epidemic  and  hyperendemic  areas.  Consequently  the  application  of  anti-larval 
activities  during  the  period  would  be  more  economical  than  the  present  advocated 
period  (15th  March  to  15th  November), 
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A  method  of,  and  the  apparatus  for,  applying  anti-larval  oil  by  a  modified 
brushing  method  have  been  worked  out.  This  method  will  reduce  expenditure  on 
manual  labour  and  oil. 

As  in  the  previous  years  bacteriophage  has  been  extensively  used  for  the 
control  of  cholera  in  this  province. 

Nowgong  and  Habiganj  continued  to  he  kept  as  experimental  areas  where 
bacteriophage  was  the  sole  anti-cholera  measure  employed.  In  all  other  areas  it 
was  extensively  used  in  the  presence  of  actual  cholera  epidemics.  Nowgong  has 
for  the  6th  year  remained  free  from  epidemic  cholera,  there  having  been  only  9 
attacks  and  7  deaths  this  year.  Habiganj,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  subjected 
to  epidemic  cholera,  there  having  been  to  date  809  cases  with  3 41  deaths,  i.e .,  a 
mortality  rate  of  425  per  cent.  In  the  adjoining  subdivisions  of  Snnamganj, 
South  Sylhet,  North  Sylhet  and  Kariraganj  there  were  409,  527,  542  and  203  cases 
with  53*5,  43’4,  45*4  and  47 '3  per  cent,  deaths,  respectively. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  L.  A.  P.  Anderson,  i.m.s  ,  Director  of  the  Pasteur  Institute, 
Shillong,  in  his  note  for  the  period  1st  April  1935  to  31st  December  1935  when 
referring  to  the  May  1935  Manipur  epidemic  remarks  as  under- — 

“  This  epidemic  appears  to  demonstrate  a  fact  which  past  experience  has 
inclined  one  to  suspect,  namely,  that  when  bacteriophage  is  used  for  the  treatment 
of  the  disease  in  an  area  where  it  has  not  been  used  before  its  success  is  marked, 
whereas  it  tends  to  become  less  effective,  both  in  prevention  and  treatment,  after 
prolonged  and  extensive  use  in  the  same  district.  Whether  this  is  really  the  case  or 
there  are  other  unknown  factors  at  work  is  not  at  present  certain  but  the  history  of 
Habiganj  in  the  last  two  years  and  the  bacteriological  findings  in  the  few  cases 
we  have  been  able  to  investigate  from  that  district,  suggest  the  possibility  that  the 
prolonged  use  of  bacteriophage  throughout  the  population  may  result  in  the  evolu¬ 
tion  of  a  type  of  cholera  vibrio  which,  whilst  stilj  capable  of  producing  the  disease, 
has  become  insusceptible  to  the  action  of  bacteriophage.  Investigations  are  now  in 
progress  which  it  is  hoped  will  throw  some  light  on  this  problem 

(7)  Nursing. — The  trained  European  nursing  sisters  attached  to  the  Civil 
Hospitals  at  Gauhati  and  Dibrugarh  continued  to  render  useful  service  to  the  insti¬ 
tutions.  It  is  regrettable  that  the  new  quarters  constructed  at  Jorhat  for  nursing 
sisters  have  been  left  vacant  as  funds  could  not  be  provided  by  the  Local  and 
Municipal  Boards  for  their  maintenance  although  they  agreed  to  do  so  before 
building  was  commenced. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  the  trained  nursing  service  be  extended  to  all  im* 
portant  hospitals  in  the  province. 

(8)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — The  Countess  of  Dufferins  Fund  continu¬ 
ed  to  render  substantial  help  towards  the  entertainment  of  Lady  Doctors  and 
Midwives  by  the  different  local  bodies  in  the  province  and  for  training  of  dhai*  and 
nurses. 

(9)  Combating  Tuberculosis.— -As  reported  in  the  previous  year  the  question 

of  prevention  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  province  has  been  receiving  attention,  and 
special  lectures,  demonstrations  and  propaganda  work  on  the  subject  are  being  un¬ 
dertaken  by  the  Medical  and  Public  Health  Departments.  * 

A  sum  of  Es.  17,855  has  been  earmarked  from  the  Silver  Jubilee  Fund 
donations  for  anti-tuberculosis  work. 

(10)  Withdrawal  of  Government  Sub- Assistant  Surgeons  from  the  local  fund 
dispensaries . — During  the  year  1935  four  Government  Sub- Assistant  Surgeons  were 
withdrawn  from  the  local  fund  dispensaries  at  Baruagaon  and  Bokakhat  in  the 
district  of  Sibsagar,  Jaljuli  in  the  district  of  Darrang  and  Doom-Dooma  in  the  district 
of  Lakhimpur.  The  medical  personnel  thus  thrown  out  of  employment  were, 
however,  absorbed  in  the  cadre  against  the  vacancies  caused  by  the  retirement  of 
officers  and  creation  of  new  appointments. 

It  appears  that  an  exactly  opposite  policy  has  been  adopted  by  the  Government 
of  the  Punjab  where  47  Local  Board  dispensaries  were  provincialized  and  taken  over 
by  Government  during  a  period  of  eight  years  whereas  seventeen  Government  Sub- 
Assistant  Surgeons  were  withdrawn  from  similar  institutions  in  this  province  during 
the  last  seven  years. 

Here  I  would  strike  a  note  of  warning,  in  my  opinion,  the  policy  adopted  by 
the  province  has  little  to  recommend  it.  All  dispensaries  which  were  made  over 
to  local  bodies  were  situated  in  the  plains  and  it  is  possible,  if  this  policy  is  persisted 
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in,  to  visualize  a  slate  of  affairs  in  which  none  but  Hill  dispensaries  are  available 
for  Government  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons.  This  will  make  it  impossible  for  the 
Medical  Department  to  cope  with  sudden  emergencies  in  the  plains  such  as  cholera 
epidemics,  etc. 

(11)  Problem  of  blindness. — An  eye  clinic  was  opened  in  1932  in  the  Berry- 
White  Medical  School,  Dibrugarh,  together  with  a  ward  in  the  Dibrugarh  hospital. 

Selected  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  in  charge  of  Public  Health  dispensaries  are 
treating  minor  eye  complaints  and  serious  cases  are  treated  in  hospitals. 

11.  Conduct  of  Officers. — All  officers  of  the  Department  and  Subordinate 
Medical  Staff  continued  to  render  loyal  and  efficient  service  throughout  the  year. 

My  office  staff  was  reduced  in  1933  by  retrenchment  of  one  clerk  and  a  daftri 
which  entailed  additional  work  for  the  remaining  clerks.  It  is  desirable  that  the 
staff  should  be  restored  at  the  earliest  opportunity  to  maintain  the  general  efficiency 
of  the  office. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  K.  K.  Banerjee  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  Personal  Assistant,  to  Head  Clerk  Babu  Joy  Gobinda  Chaudhuri  and  other 
members  of  the  office  staff.  The  compilation  of  the  report  was  undertaken,  as  usual, 
by  Babu  Tomonash  Shome.
